IRIS CULTURE 
Irises are not particular as to soil, but 
the bearded varieties in general prefer 
an alkaline rather than an acid soil. 
Thev need plenty of sunshine and good 
drainage and are able to withstand 
severe drought if well established. 
Beardless and crested sorts, including 
the Siberians and Spurias, do best in 
an acid soil with plenty of moisture, 
also some kinds need partial shade. 


_ Bearded Irises should be plante? with. 


the tops of the rhizomes level with the 
top of the ground, except in the case 
of late fall Mantiny when they should 
be more deeply covered to prevent 
heaving. 


TIME TO PLANT 
Bearded Irises may be transplanted 
any time in the spring, summer or foll, 
but we strongly recommend fall plant- 
ing for the South and Middle West 
where summers are usually hot and 
dry. Further North the summer 
months are the best time for trans- 


planting. Unless we are otherwise in- 
structed we will assume that our cus- 
tomers want immediate shipment of 
their orders. Prompt shipment will be 
made except when digging is delayed 
by rain or other causes over which we 
have no control. A few of the very 
newest varieties of which our stocks 
are limited will not be delivered before 
August. Beardless Irises will be ship- 
ped in the fall or early spring.

For the 
most part Irises came through in good 
condition, although there was some 
damage to late plantings and tender 
sorts. We advise fall planting for the 
mid-west, however plants should be 
set in time to establish themselves be- 
fore freezing weather. 

Our 1941 price list offers many reduc- 
tions in price and the addition of fine 
varieties of Irises to the Standard List 
priced at only $1.00 per dozen. We 
continue to make new plantings of 
both Irises and Peonies in order to be 
able to supply you with vigorous, 
healthy plants.

In the following descriptions the let- 
ter S refers to the standards or upright 
petals, F refers to the falls which are 
the lower or hanging petals. A self is 
an Iris of uniform color, a bicolor has 
standards of one color and falls of a 
deeper shade, a plicata is a light or 
white flower marked or stippled with a 
darker shade particularly on the mar- 
gins, a variegata has falls of red, 
brown or red-purple and yellow stan- 
dards, an amoena has white standards 
and colored falls, and a blend is a com. 
bination of two or more colors. Inter- 
mediates are early flowering sorts re- 
sulting from crosses between tall 
bearded Irises and dwarfs. The first 
intermediates were intermediate in 
size, height and season of bloom, but 
the newer ones are as large and tall as 
tall bearded varieties.

HILL IRIS INTRODUCTIONS 


It was with some hesitation that we offered a modest list of Hill seedlings last 
year. The response has been such that we feel that we were entirely justified 
in introducing them. Reports indicate that Flora Campbell bloomed well in sev- 
eral widely separated parts of the country and was so well rated that it received 
an Ones Mention. Other varieties also performed well in different 
gardens. 


These seedlings are the result of several years work, and they have been Sse- 
lected with the idea of offering only sorts whose performance has been well 
tested. We are glad to be able to vouch for their vigor and hardiness. A period 
of testing also allows time for a seedling to increase, so that it may be intro- 
duced at a lower price than would be possible where it is offered the first year 
after blooming. 


We have some very promising seedling Fall Blooming Irises which we had 
planned to introduce this year, but we have decided not to present them yet as 
thorough testing is necessary to establish the reliability of fall bloomers. Last 
fall was a favorable one for fall bloom and we had fine bloom on our seedlings 
as well aS on named varieties. It is interesting to note that for the first time 
we were able to secure a few seeds from, last year’s fall bloom.
